THE NEW CENTURY. 


We are now very near the close of 
the nineteenth century. When the 
clock strikes twelve on the night of 
the thirty-first, the nineteenth century 
will have gone into history, and the 
twentieth century will begin. The 
century mark is a purely arbitrary 
one. It does not in any sense change 
the trend of events. We may mark 
time by years and centuries, but no 
hammer on the horalogue of time 
marksout the changesfrom era to era. 
The influences that have been so po- 
tent for the last few years will still 
operate; effect will follow cause. One 
stage of evolution or development will 
follow another without the slightest 
reference to how we count years or 
mark centuries. 

The century just closing has been, 
indeed, a wonderful period. In it man 
has made greater advances in many 
lines than in all the centuries that 
have preceded it. Population in the 
United States has spread from the 
Alleghanies to the Pacific ocean. The 
largest expanse of fertile land, per- 
aps in the world, has been opened up, 
and its wonderful flood of production 
has been poured upon the markets of 
the world. Our population has changed 
from one almost purely agricultural! 
to a manufacturing, transporting, and 
distributing population. Social life, 
governmental life, political life, and 
religious life have been modified to an 
extent that would have horrified our 
forefathers, and still the republic lives, 
and will live, ever being modified to 
meet the wants of a growing, ever ex- 
panding population. Scarcely less 
marked have been the changes that 
have occurred among other nations. 
It has, indeed, béen a century most 
wonderful in its achievements. 

It requires no prophet to predict the 
trend of things at least in the earlier 
years of the twentieth century. It is 
to be a century of organization such 
as the world has never seen and of 
which even we, standing at the 
threshold, can scarcely form a concep- 
tion. Capital will be organized as 
never before. The century will not 
be very old until all the railroads of 
the country will be grouped into a 
very few systems, and these again 
controlled by one system of manage- 
ment, perhaps by one management. 
There is great danger to civil liberty 
in this, but it is as imevitable as the 
incoming of the years of the twentieth 
century. Factories will be organized 
as never before. The production of 
iron, steel, and other great staples will 
be in the hands of a few companies 
which will control the ore and coa! 
in the mines, the vessels and railroads 
which carry it, and the plants which 
turn out the finished product. Only 
by this mammoth organization can 
America control the commerce of the 
world in these lines. There is danger 
in this, serious danger, but it is in- 
evitable. 

Labor will be organized as never 
before. We may not realize the 
brotherhood of man in the twentieth 
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century, but the brotherhood of labor 
in all lines, where capital owns the 
tool or the machine, will be practi- 
cally complete in the early years of 
the century. These two great organ- 
ized forces of capital and labor will 
confront each other. Let us hope for 
peace and the highest good of both 
rather than war, destructive of their 
own interests and the interests of the 
entire nation as well. These organi- 
zations of capital and labor will not be 
confined to the United States, but will 
reach out over the entire world. The 
nations that are incapable of organ- 
izing capital and labor on the lines 
of the greatest production with the 
least expenditure of either capital or 
labor, will be crushed, and their peo- 
ples become mere “bewers of wood 
and drawers of water,” selling mere 
strength for the barest possible re- 
compense. The great manufacturing 
nations will force their way through- 
out all Africa and China, and among 
less civilized nations in all parts of 
the earth in order that they may se- 
cure an outlet for their productions. 
No eivilized nation can find room 
within its own borders for the con- 
sumption of the goods which its or- 
ganization of capital and labor enables 
it to produce. 

But what will become of the farmer 
with whom general organization either 
of capital or labor is impossible? 
Simply this: The farmer who is to 
hold his own in this great confiict of 
forces, must organize his labor and 
his capital on his own farm, so as to 
secure the greatest efficiency. He must 
continue to do as he has been doing 
in the jast century, discard the im- 
efficient building, tool, or method, and 
so arrange his business as to produce 
the largest possible amount with the 
least labor. It stands him in hand to 
think more and work less, to study 
the soil, the seasons, the climate, and 
the seeds, to use the very best tools 
and machinery, if he has to discard 
the less efficient before it is half out- 
worn. He must utilize everything 
that grows upon his farm, study new 
plants, new methods, new breeds of 
grain and stock, and thus do on his 
own farm what capital and labor is do- 
ing in other lines. Either this, or he 
must become a mere laborer’ with 
nothing but his strength to sell on 
the great world’s markets. 

To the man who keeps up with the 
times, the new century should be one 
of the greatest enjoyment and oppor- 
tunity. The up-to-date farmer will in 
the new century have more of the 
comforts, pleasures, and conveniences 
of life than the farmer in any age of 
the world preceding. He _ will live 
more in a year than his great grand- 
father lived in ten, more than Methu- 
selah lived in his nearly one thousand 
years. He will have good roads, if 
not electric lines, rural delivery, tele- 
phones, and all the modern improve- 
ments in his home. He will know 
why he does things, and knowing this 
will cease to be the drudge his fore- 
fathers were. If, however, he falls 
behind in the race, shuts his eyes to 
the manifest trend of affairs, or wastes 
his strength in fighting the inevitable, 
he will cease to be a force in the com- 
munity, in the nation, or in the world, 
and will have to be contented with a 
small share of the comforts and oppor- 
tunities which fall to the lot of his 
more intelligent neighbor. The lot of 
the man who falls behind in the race 
in the next century, will be much 
harder than in the century now clos- 
ing. 





DIFFERENCES IN SOILS. 


To the stranger who passes through 
any of our western states on the rail- 
road train, all soils, except along riv- 
ers or swamps, seem very much alike. 
The farmer himself is apt to assume 
that they are alike, and should re- 
ceive the same kind of treatment. The 
careless farmer gives them all the 
same kind of treatment and accounts 
for differences in results by luck, moon 
signs, or accidents. The thoughtful 
farmer observes closely, and is forced 
to the conclusion sooner or later that 
however great the outward similarity 
may be, there are frequently very wide 
differences in the soils of adjoining 
farms, and different parts of the same 
farm, and even in the different parts 
of the same field. 

Much of the skill of farming lies 
in understanding the nature of the 
different fields and giving to each one 
the kind of treatment which the na- 
ture of the soil requires. What may 


be good farming one season might be ' 





poor farming the next. What may be 
the best on one field, or even on part 
of a field, may be the worst on an- 
other field, or part of a field, or in 
another season. What may be good 
farming in one county May be very 
poor farming in the next county. 

Different soils and conditions may 
require a different style of farming 
in general. One farm may be excel- 
lent for growing young cattle, but may 
not be a good farm on which to finish 
them. We have a few pastures in the 
West that are good enough to fit cattle 
for market with little or no grain; we 
have other pastures on which cattle 
cannot be brought further than to fit 
them for the feed yard. There are 
sections of the country where tame 
grasses grow to perfection. There is 
a wide section of the West beyond the 
Missouri river in which it is not worth 
while to bother with clover, timothy, 
or any of the other ordinary grasses 
which do so well east of the Missouri, 
and a short distance west of it. There 
is a large section west of the Missouri 
in which the grains will have to be 
used as grasses, and legumes Iintro- 
duced which will take the place of 
clover. 

Many of the mistakes of men who 
move from one place to another, grow 
out of the fact that they do not recog- 
nize these great differences in condi- 
tions and circumstances and try to 
force the land to conform to their ex- 
perience, to adapt itself to them rather 
than adapt themselves to it, unlearn 
what they have learned, and learn 
what they need to learn under the new 
conditions. The agricultural paper 
serves its readers best that points out 
the different conditions and circum- 
stances, deals with those great princi- 
ples that are of universal application, 
and leaves to the reader the task of 
applying these principles to his pecu- 
liar conditions and circumstances. 





GOING INTO IMPROVED STOCK. 


We receive from time to time let- 
ters from farmers who think of going 
into the improved stock business and 
ask us for our preference as to breeds 
among cattle and horses, and whether 
it is better to go into horses’ than 
cattle. 

It is not safe to give advice on any 
of these questions where we do not 
know the man and the environment. 
It is not safe for any man to go into 
any improved stock until he has first 
learned to handle high grade stock 
successfully. If he will begin with 
the best females he can purchase, and 
buy a choice male of the breed that 
suits his environment and grade up, 
and is successful in this, then we 
think it would pay him to add one 
or two females and try his hand at 
pedigreed stock. These females, i? 
properly cared for, will grow into a 
herd as rapidly as he will grow in 
wisdom and experience. 

On general principles it is a bad 
thing for any man to engage in any 
rew business for which he is not qual- 
ified and prepared. The competition 
in all lines is now so great that the 
man who does not have the “know- 
how” is almost certain to fall behind 
and suffer loss, and the “know-how” 
can be obtained only by actual exper- 
ience, supplemented”™ by wide and 
careful reading of the investigations 
and experience of other men who have 
engaged in the same business and 
succeeded. 

As to the breed that should.be se- 
lected, the individual taste of the 
person and the environment; that is, 
the soil, climate, food, and buildings 
on the farm, together with the mar- 
kets and preferences of his neighbors, 
must determine. In cattle, where a 
large number of farmers are engaged 
in dairying as well as beef raising, we 
would choose breeds of cattle which 
can be made profitable on both lines; 
for example, the Short-horns of the 
milking type, the Herefords, or Red 
Polls. Where there is no considerable 
dairy interests and where cattle are 
grown exclusively for beef, there is 
little difference between the Polled 
Angus, Herefords, beef Short-horns, or 
Galloways. Any one of these will do 
well for the man who does well by 
them. Where the dairy interest is 
supreme, and where the farmer is 
breeding to meet the wants of specific 
dairymen; that is, men who are en- 
gaged in dairying and not in any way 
beef growing, then we would choose 
either the Jersey or the Holstein, and 
would not have any of the beef breeds. 

In horses, where we had a farm 
clientage altogether, we would select 
the draft horses. While an occasional 
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armer does well with roadsters, the 
ma,o..ty Oo: farmers had better confine 
themselves to growing drafts, especia). 
ly where he has farmers for his cus. 
tomers. As between breeds there jg 
little choice; either Percberons, Nor 
mans, Clydes, or English drafts wil 
serve the purpose. In buying horses, 
however, look far more carefully at 
individuality than pedigree. The 
pedigrees of horses have not been 
established so long nor so carefully as 
those of cattle, hence individuality, 
always a very prominent factor, is 
especially so in handling horses. 

In sheep, individual taste must 
again be followed, together with the 
opportunities offered for procuring 
the kind of stock desired. The South. 
downs are probably the best mutton 
sheep; they are the best mutton type 
but are likely to be light in fleece, 
The Shropshires are the best known 
of the breeds where mutton and wool 
are combined, while the Cotswolds, 
Hampshires, and Leicesters are always 
satisfactory to the man who handles 
them properly. Where a larger amount 
of wool is desired, and still a reason- 
able amount of mutton, the Rambouil- 
let and Delaine answer the purpose 
and are perhaps not so liable to the 
attacks of worms as the _ English 
breeds. Where lambs at any season 
of the year are required, the Dorsets 
are especial favorites. In fact, any 
of the breeds are good enough, and 
the actual merit they obtain depends 
largely on the man who handles them. 

The same may be said of hogs 
There is but little difference in the 
food cost of a pound of pork in any 
of the recognized breeds. Those who 
cater to the bacon market prefer the 
Tamworth and Yorkshire, while those 
who wish to sell heavy weights natur- 
ally take to the Poland-Chinas, Berk- 
shires, and Chester Whites.

THE SUPPER AT BETHANY. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for January 6, 1901.—Matthew 
26:6-16. Read also Mark  14:3-11; 
John 12:1-11.) 


It is not easy, nor perhaps possible, 


at Jerusalem as they actually oc- 


eurred. If take the accounts of 
Maithew and Mark, the triumphal en- 
try ‘utc Jerusalem occurred immedi- 
ately upon His arrival at the city, 
and the supper at Bethany two days 
before the passover. From John’s ii 
would appear upon first sight that 
the supper was on the day of His ar- 
rivui and the entry day after. [It will 
be noticea that John omits that serics 
of discourses and parables oc- 
curred in the four days intervening, 
and also the account of the cleansing 
of the temple. The following state- 
ment of the order seems to me the 
most natural, although I confess that 
is not altogether free from objections. 

Some days before the arrival of 
Jesus, there had been, as usual, a 
large concourse of pilgrims at Jeru- 
salem for the purpoze of ceremonial 
purification, which was needed usually 
by at least some member of the family. 
It was generally believed by the Jews 
that Jesus would be present; in fact, 
He was known to be on the road, but 
no One expected Him tc come in a pub-

which 


lic manner as in fact He did come. 
His enemies, therefore, talked the 


matter over and planned to find out 
quietly where He stopped and arrest 
and make way with him (John 11:55- 
57). 

Six days before the passover, Jesus 
came to Jerusalem. This was on Fri- 
day evening before the passover. He 
probably stopped all night at Bethany. 
The next morning the word reahced 
the city, and the pilgrims came sut 
in great numbers to meet Him. It 
was known that many of the 
laeans who believed in Him intended 
to proclaim Him king, and if ever He 
intended to make a claim to the king- 
dom, now Was the time. This expect- 
tation explains the readiness with 
which the owner of the agreed 
to furnish it for cue procession. Af- 
ter the procession was over, He en- 
tered the temple, looked around, saw 
the abuses that had grown up since 
he had cleansed it three years before, 
and as it was now Sabbath evening, 
He went back to Bethany.

The cursing of the barren fig tree 
was delivered as He went to the 
temple the next morning to correct 


these abuses, or perhaps the day fol- 
lowing, and in the evenings of prob- 
ably all these days He returned to 
lodge for the night at Bethany. At 
any rate, the discourses mentioned by 
the first three evangelists, and the 
interview with the Greeks mentioned 
by John, took place on these first four 
days after going to Jerusalem, and 
on Wednesday evening He left the 
temple for the last time, proclaiming, 
“Your house is left unto you desolate,”’ 
and retired with His disciples over 
the mount of Olives, where He deliv- 
ered His discourses on the last judg- 
Ment, and again went to Bethany for 
the night. Here on Wednesday night, 
the supper and the anointing occurred. 

The supper was evidently not a 
private affair, nor yet a family affair, 
hor was it held at the home of Laza- 
Tus and his sisters. It is express y 
Stated that it was held at the house of 
Simon the leper, probably a lepe: 
whom Jesus had healed of that worst 
of all diseases. It was evidently a 
Meeting for the special friends of 
Jesus and His disciples, who, familiar 
With all that had occurred in the last 
four days, and knowing that He him- 
self expected to be put to death, and 
that the conspiracy involved Lazarus 
43 well, met together to comfort and 
hear the last counsel of the Master. 

Since he had refused to be king, 
had denounced with such terrible in- 
vectives the authority at Jerusalem, 
and solemnly announced that He had 


left the temple forever, the prospect 
Was dark, indeed. It was this tel 
Tible feeling of impending calamity, 


Mvolving the certainty of the death 
of Him whom they most loved, and 
from whom they expected everything, 
that cast the deep gloom over this 








last purely social event in the life of 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

They knew that after all that had 
passed that day at the tempie, there 
would certainly be a meeting of the 
chief priests and elders and the San- 
hedrin, and that His death, which He 
had seen and predicted for nearly a 
yeai, wouid 1m some way be accom- 
pushed. ‘they were no doubt aware 
a:so that Jesus had hinted that some 
one of the twelve shouid betray him; 
in fact, a suspicion of treachery-among 
themselves Only increased the gioom 
and despondency of those who knew 
in their own hearts that they were 
tiue and faithful. 

What was the conversation between 
tuis group of faithful friends and the 
Master has not been revealed, and 
While we may imagine from what 
wouid be our Own feelings under simi- 
lar circumstances, we may not fur- 
cher inquire. 

During the meal, as Jesus was rev 
clining on a couch, Mary, the sister of 


Lazarus, who with Martha seems tu 
have been the fast friend of Simon, 
appeared with a bottle of nard, and 


most costly of ali Oriental ointmeais 
and whicn was usualiy imported from 
India, and breaking the seal, poured 
part of it on the head of Jesus and 
part of it on His feet, and then wiped 


His feet with her own tresses. As 
the odor of the ointment filled the 
room, Judas, whose hopes of _ the 
earthiy kingdom has_ been finally 
dashed to the earth by the events of 
the last four days, who was con- 


sciously guilty of petty theft and sus- 
pected that the Master knew it, said 
p.iivaiely and in a captious and fault- 
finding tone to the other disciples: 
What a waste is all this. Why, that 
nard, if Mary had only sold it and 
given me the money, would have 
brought three hundred pence ($51.00), 
and would paid the wages of three 
hundied men a whole day, and would 
have fed thousands of poor people. 

lhis, in substance, was what Judas 
said. What he evidently that was, 
What fine picking I would have had 
if that silly woman had sold the oint- 
ment and given the proceeds to me for 
the support of the Master. 

To their shame, be it said, some oi 
the disciples shared the views of the 


betrayer (Matthew 26:8), and _ both 
Jesus and Mary heard it. Mary was 
wounded to the very soul because 
some of the disciples seemed jndig- 
nant at this expression of devotion 
to her Lord. She felt that she was 
ciucily misunderstood, and her trou- 


bied face showed the intensity of her 


ieeiings as she turned it to Jesus, 
who turning to the disciples said in 


tones of stern rebuke: ‘‘Why trouble 
ye the woman? for she hath wrought 
a good work upon me.” As for the 
poor, you have them with you always, 
and always will. There is no lack 
of opportunity to do good to the poor. 

You can do them good whenever 
you like. You will not always have the 
opportunity to honor Me. “Me ye 
have not always” with you to do me 
service. My death is not far off; she 
has only anticipated by a few days 
the usual anointing for My burial. 

We can almost imagine Him say 
ing to Mary: Please set the rest of 
this ointment aside; you can use ii 
when I am taken down from the cross. 
Then, as the day before, or probably 
that every day, in predicting to the 
disciplesfrom the coming of the Greeks 
that after His death He would draw 
all men to Him, Jesus now the 
result of His death, the establishment 
of his church throughout the world, 
and in tones of triumphant joy de- 
clares: 

“Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever 
this gospel shall be preached in the 
whole world, there shall also this, 
that this woman hath done, be told 
for a memorial of her.”’

ATTEND THE INSTITUTES 
. 

The institute season is now fully 
opened and we once more urge our 
readers to attend their county insti- 
tute. What is a county institute? 
Simply a meeting of the best farmers 
of the county to discuss questions of 
vital interest to them in their daily 
business. If they are at all interested 
in their work, they will see the im- 
portance of attending the institute 
and discussing farm problems with 
those who are equally interested with 
themselves. It is not expected, how- 
ever much it may be desired, that the 
slipshod, half earnest farmers will at- 
tend these institutes. The man who 
knows it all, or the man who really 
knows something and fears to give it 
away lest his neighbor would imitate 
his example, or the man who farms 
simply because he can not do anything 
else, will not be found at these.gather- 
ings. He could add nothing to the in- 
terest of the meeting, and as long as 
he holds the above mentioned views 
he can receive no benefit from it. 
There are none so blind as those who 
will not see, 

The farmer, however, who has been 
awakened, who realizes that he don’t 
know it all, that there is a vast won- 
derland of knowledge to be amassed if 
he would farm to the best advantage, 
who realizes further that he may learn 
from men who do not know nearly as 
much in some lines as he does, and 
that he may learn from the scientist, 
or professor, or editor, much that will 
be of value, is the man that can at- 
tend an institute profitably and will 
attend unless hindered in some unfor- 
seen way. He will not be so foolish as 
to stay away from an institute because 
he does not like the officers, or because 
they belong to a different political 
party or church. 

The question should be: Can i! 
benefit myself and family by devoting 
two days in the year to attending an 
institute, the main expense of which 
is borne by the state? To this ques- 
tion there is but one answer. There 
are no two days in the year in which 
a Man can benefit himself so much as 
the days in which he attends and 
takes an active part in institute work. 





Farmers who do attend lose much of 
the benefit of the institute to them- 
selves and detract from its possible 


usefulness by failure to take part in 
the discussions, if in no other way 
than by asking a pointed question. The 
backwardness of many farmers in this 
respect is very strange. We were at 
an institute the other day, discussed 
a subject, gave ample opportunity to 
ask any question on their minds, and 
after the session was through were sur- 
prised to find ourselves the center of 
a group of farmers asking question 
after question, the answering of which 
publicly would have benefited not 
merely themselves but the entire audi- 
ence. In fact, the chief benefit of an 
institute is in the questions asked and 
the discussion following the opening 
up of a subject. They do not attend 
the institute to have knowledge poured 
into them on subjects in which they 
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may have no present interest. The 
aim should rather be by questions to 
draw out the views of the speaker in 
detail and in information of a practi- 
cal character that any one in the audi- 
ence may be able to furnish. 

We once more earnestly urge our 
lady readers to attend the institute. 
We have never yet known an institute, 
unless it were held in the midst of a 
blizzard, where large numbers of 
ladies attended, that was not a great 
success, and it requires a blizzard of 
the worst kind to keep farmers’ wives 
und daughters away if they have been 
properly invited and a program furn- 
ished in which they take part. The 
men and boys are sure to come if the 
wives and daughters are on hand. An 
institute without ladies can scarcely 
be called an institute, and whether 
they have been invited or not, we take 
upon ourselves the responsibility of 
inviting them to every institute, feel- 
ing sure that in doing so we are con- 
ferring a benefit on them, on their hus- 
bands and brothers, on the institute 
itself, and the cause of agriculture. 
Therefore, do not fail to attend the 
institute this year and take your wives 
and daughters along. 





LISTING CORN VS. PLOWING. 


For many years the lister has been 
in high favor with farmers west of 
the Missouri and on the western or 
Missouri slope of Iowa and Missouri. 
The soils there are quite different 
from those in the Mississippi basin 
or east of the Iowa divide on both 


sides of the great river. They are 
in general deep, loose, have compara- 
tively little clay, and much humus, 
and as compared with eastern soils, 
fewer weeds. In these soils the lister 
is in its glory, and the farmer who 
has comparatively level land and long, 
straight rows, by using a lister which 
can plant two rows at a time, can 
grow corn at the minimum of cost. 

In some parts of Illinois the lister 
has been tried with varying success, 
Many farmers on level lands, well 
drained, believe that it is a cheaper 
and better way to grow corn than by 
the old method. Some of them list 
and then plant with a check rower in 
order to enable them to cultivate their 
corn both ways. They believe that 
corn stands up better during storms, 
and can be grown more cheaply in the 
end than by the old method. 

It will take some years to determine 
whether the lister is to stay on the 
level, black, prairie soils of Illinois 
and Iowa, or whether it will be sup- 
planted by the planter and the recur- 
rence to the old method. Notwith- 
standing the testimony of many farm- 
ers in its favor, we are somewhat 
skeptical, because the experiments con- 
ducted at the Illinois Agricultural Col- 
lege do not show any very great ad- 
vantage in either way. It does not 
follow that because a farmer uses the 
lister with very great success One year 
that it is, therefore, better for him 
than the old methods. Only careful 
experiments conducted for a number of 
years, in which everything else but 
the method of planting is eliminated, 
can determine whether it is really a 
success Or not.

Farmer. 
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To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

George B. Sudworth of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is-preparing a 
bulletin, “The Forest Nursery.’’ Tree 
planting when it is studied, is attrac- 
tive. “The importance,” Mr. Sud- 
worth says,” of establishing wood lots 
or shelter belts on farms that lack 
them is no less obvious than the ne- 
cessity of raising the staple crops. 
The provident farmer cannot really 
afford to buy firewood, fence posts, 
or building timber any more than ne 
can afford to buy corn and wheat. A 
part, if not all, of the wood material 
used on the farm can and should be 
grown there. The profit on this timver 
growth rightly belongs to the farmer, 
and it is therefore one which economic 
agriculture cannot neglect.” 

Mr. Sudworth advises generally the 
starting of the seedling in the seed 
bed and growing it in the nursery 
until it is strong enough to maintain 
itself in the forest plantation. He 
describes also the best trees for difi- 
erent conditions of moisture and 
climate and gives quite explicit direc- 
tions for seed planting, cultivation of 
the seedlings in the nursery, trans- 
planting, etc.; also seeu gatnering and 
keeping. His bulletin will have some 
sixty pages, and contain numerous il- 
lustrations of tree seedlings and tree 
seeds. 





The army bill will probably provide 
for a corps of thirty-six veterinary 
surgeons with a chief veterinarian 
having the rank of the Colonel. At 
present the army is provided with civil 
veterinarians. Considerable debate 
arose in the House of Representatives 
over the provisions of the measure 
and strong opposition developed to 
allowing “horse doctors’’ a military 
rank. On the other hand, members 
stated that there would probably be 
25,000 horses in the army, and that it 
was of great importance to the entire 
service that there should be compe- 
tent and responsible men entrusted 
with their medical care. The provi- 
sion of the bill was agreed to by a 
vote of 80 to 72. The senate is favor- 
able to the amendment, 





Shipment is now enroute to Wash- 
ington of some macaroni wheat seed, 
which it is hoped by Secretary Wil- 
son, will be the starting of another 
home industry. The experiments which 
have been made are satisfactory, and 
lead to the belief that a considerable 
section of the country can success- 
fully grow these wheats—better per- 
haps, and cheaper than anywhere in 
the world. The Dakotas have given 
the best results thus far, with the 
spring varieties of macaroni wheat. 
Mr. Jared G. Smith, who has this mat- 
ter in hand for the department, is con- 
fident that American macaroni will be 
the result of these importations of 
Russian seed, and he thinks it not 
improbable that some move will cul- 
minate soon, which will result in the 
establishment of macaroni factories 
in St. Paul or Minneapolis. “The 
first thing to start the movement,” 
he said, “is the erection of a factory 
to handle the crop, as there is no 
market for this wheat at present in 
the United States, since it is not good 
for bread. However, before building 
factories, it would be necessary to 
contract for a certain acreage of this 
wheat, but I think this could be done 
easily. There would be greater profit 
in this crop than in other wheat. In 
Marseilles, macaroni wheat is worth 
from ten to fifteen cents per bushel 
more than bread wheat. The indus- 
try of raising and milling this wheat 
in the United States must, however, 
be ‘treated as an entirely separate 
proposition from bread wheat growing 
and manufacture. It would be as well 
to call it by some other name, for all 
the details must be on a different 
basis. Present grain elevators would 
not handle this hard wheat and pres- 
ent machinery would not convert it. 
so that for these reasons the growing 
and finishing of macarva1 wneat must 
be approached in a comprehensive 
manner. Nevertheless the field, | 
think, is inviting to both farmer and 
capitalist.”

Sorghum Experience. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 


A very good way to sow sorghum is _ 


to sow it with a seeder, and very 
evenly. Sow it very thickly, two or 
three hundred pounds to the acre, so 
that it will not grow more than 31, 
or 4 feet high. The stalks will be 
very fine, tender and sweet, with a 
great abundance of leaves. Cattle and 
horses will eat every bit of it. 
from About the 10th to 15th of May 
and cut when ripe, about October ist 
or before. I cut with a mower; left 
it ten days to cure, just as it was cut. 
Then I shocked it and put it in the 
stack. It will keep as well as timothy 
hay. I will try cutting with the binder 
next time, making the bundles quite

small, and putting about eight of | 
them in a shock. Big stalks of sor- 
ghum ..rn black and sour, so that 
stock will not eat them. When sSbsor- 
ghum is sowed thick, it will not yield 
so much to the acre, making from five 
to seven tons per acre. The stalks 
should not be thicker than a lead 
pencil. I would like to have them 
smaller than that. Large, coarse sor- 
ghum stalks should not be fed at all. 
I think the seed in sorghum is good 
feed, when ripe. Stock will hunt for 
it jus. as they do fer small .ubbins 
of corn. Stock does well on it.

The soil above it be- 
came very dry, and the high winds 
would naturally blow all the finer and 
richer parts out of it, including most 





corn until he comes up squarely 
against the problem of what propor- 
tion of the ear by weight should be 
corn and what cob. In lowa, and we 
presume in adjoining states, the «esti- 
mated proportion of cob is fourteen 
pounds to the bushel, or twenty per 
cent. It is possible to grow 4n ear 
of corn with not more than eight per 
cent cob, but the question is whether 
it desiraile to ~:ow an ear with 
more than ninety-two per cent of 
corn. ‘This necessarily involves a very 
small cob and very tone grains, and 
we are in doubt, to say the least, 
Whether more than ninety per cent, 
or ninety-two per cent at the most, is 
desirable; in other words, whether 
the exceeding smallness of the cob 
will not involve a shrinking of the 
sar, Which will give us less corn per 
acre than to grow a fairly good sized 
cob with a fairly deep grain.

While there are a few counties in 
the great agricultural states of the 
West which have never had a farmers’ 
institute, their number is decreasing 
every year, and it will not be long 
until a man looking for a location will 
inquire whether the farmers in that 
county hold one or more institutes 
during the year.

Veterinary Inquiries. 


Cough: M. E. G. (Iowa) has some shoats 
that have a bad cough, especially in the 
mornng when they come out of their nest. 
They will cvough until they gag. 

This is a disease common to young pigs. 
It resembles whooping cough. If the pigs 
keep in good condition and take their feed, 
it is best to let them alone; but if they are 
falling off in flesh, give euch a dessertspoon- 
ful of cod liver oil and 30 drops of com- 
pound syrup of squills at a dose twice a day, 
until relieved. 





Indigestion: F. J. S. (Minn.) has some hogs 
that have cramps and pain in their bowels 
and get stiff. 

Give 2 oz. castor oil and 25 drops tincture 
of opium at a dose. If the pain continues 
after the physic operates, give 30 drops each 
of tincture of opium and spirits of camphor 
at a dose three times a day. Change the 
food. 





Bloody Urine: O, A. J. (iowa) has a calf 
that is getting very poor and passes bloody 
urine. 

This is either the result of an injury or 
something the calf has eaten., Give the 
animal 3 oz. of castor oil at a dose; algo 
give % oz. fluid extract of buchu and a 
dessertspoonful of tincture of chloride of 
iron at a dose, in a pint of gruel three 
times a day until relieved.

Chicago, Dec. +«—The attempts to main- 
tain any advance in the price of wheat for 
some weeks past have been frustrated by the 
continued free marketing by farmers and the 
poor demand for flour much of the time. 
If the crop views of last summer are ever 
confirmed, if the movement to market ever 
becomes really small, if the reserves ever 
show signs of any exhaustion, there will be 
some chance for putting up prices and hold- 
ing them there. With corn the case is quite 
different. The old corn is about exhausted, 
and as the new does not grade as contract 
yet, prices for No. 2 corn are maintained 
without any trouble, and the shorts have been 
“‘squeezed’"’ at different times lately. The 
farmers who own corn are pretty generally 
well aware of its value, and the disposition 
among them is to hold for higher prices. 
Already there is an active demand for corn 
to feed to stock, and this trade is clearly 
destined to play an important part in dis- 
posing of the crop. No. 2 wheat sells at 
70 cents and No. 2 corn at 38 cents. 

During the latter part of the year it is the 
easiest thing in the world to overstock the 
market with cattle, and this has been fre- 
quently done of late, there being many farm- 
ers who had cattle they did not care to 
carry through the winter. It is no wonder 
that with corn selling freely to feeders at 
35 cents a bushel in this part of the country, 
farmers should think twice before deciding 
to feed their stock, but many mistakes have 
been made in rushing inthin cattle at a 
time when plenty of ripe beeves were being 
marketed. During the last weeks of the year 
there is certain to be @ great abundance of 
good fat cattle as well as plenty of poultry. 
and at such a time there is a very poor 
showing for sellers of common rough or even 
pretty fair grades of cattle. The only hope 
at such a time is in small reecipts, and 
such rallies as have frequently taken place 
were the result of smaller runs than usual. 
Advices from the country indicate plenty of 
ordinary cattle, but no excessive supplies of 
the best kinds. The advance of 25 cents in 
cattle last week was due to much smaller 
receipts. Beef steers sold at $3.50 to $6, chief- 
ly at $4.50 to $5.50. 

A Rochester, N. Y., telegram says: ‘The 
great scarcity of grain and fodders through- 
out western New York is causing the farmers 
considerable: worriment, and they have not 
enough hay on hand to feed their stock 
through the winter. Bradford Palmer, a well- 
to-do farmer residing in Steuben county, near 
Bath, rounded up his entire herd of cattle 
last night and put a bullet in the brain of 


each brute. His neighbors thought him in- 
sane, but upon taking them into the house 
he proved that he was saving money by 


killing his stock now and purchasing new 
stock in the spring."’ 

There are few noteworthy changes in the 
general characteristics of the hog trade. The 
Chicago packers are just as anxious as ever 
to buy the hogs as fast as offered for sale, 
and although the eastern shipping demand is 
lessened by the relative cheapness of hogs 
at eastern markets, the daily offerings are 
disposed of without much difficulty. The 
receipts continue on a liberal scale, and there 
are frequent breaks in prices, but they are 
followed by quick recoveries. Prime hogs 
never get very far below $5, and the pig 
trade has been brisk most of the time. All 
the indications are that the hogs will kee, 
coming to market as fast as wanted, and it 
seems highly probable that they will continue 
to bring good prices, current quotations being 
unusually high for this season of the year. 
Provisions also sell much above the prices 
paid a year ago, pork showing an advance of 
considerably over $2 per barrel. Hogs sell 
at $4.60 to $4.95. 

The holiday trade in fancy Christmas flocks 
of both sheep and lambs was highly satis- 
factory to sellers, as extremely high prices 
were paid. At such a season of the year 
there is always a certain demand for extra 
fine lots, and buyers will pay almost any 
price to obtain just what they want. Since 
the termination of the holiday trade the de- 
mand for mutton has fallen off wonderfully, 
not only here, but also throughout the east, 
and with more offerings than were needed to 
go around, prices had a regular slump all 
along the line. This was about what might 
have been expected at such a time and his- 
tory repeats itself in this respect from year 
to year. After New Year's day trade may be 
expected to get back to a normal condition, 
and these unusually wild fluctuations will 
probably cease, unless the volume of receipts 
becomes too large. Sheep sell at $2 to $4.25 
and lambs at $3 to $5.25. 

The horse trade has been of fairly large 
volume, but while the demand is better than 
a short time ago, it is not yet all that it 
should be, and prices are largely 10 per cent 
below the ruling prices of the first eight 
months of the year. The eastern demand 


is fairly large and concentrated mainly on 
the better grades. The foreign demand is 
increasing, but it is not up to normal pro- 


portions as yet. Heavy draft horses have 
lately had a very good sale at a range of 
$225 to $280 per head for the better class of 
very heavy weight. Medium and good draft- 
ers have been selling for $140 to $180. Farm 
chunks are attracting some attention at $55 
to $90, and little seuthern chunks are having 
a fair sale at $35 to $80. A few matched 
coach teams have sold at auction for $385 
to $560. 

Receipts of butter are sufficient to supply 
the wants of the trade, and sales are made 
at 23 cents a pound for the best creamery 
and 20 cents for the choicest dairy. The best 
eggs sell at 21 cents a dozen, and cold storage 
lots bring 17% cents. Dry-picked poultry is 
having a good sale at 8% cents a pound for 
the best turkeys and 7 cents for chickens. 
Potatoes are selling with great freedom at 
43 to 47 cents a bushel for Burbanks, and 
beans have advanced to $2.10 per bushel for 
the best hand-picked pea beans. Apples are 
in large demand at $2 to $3 per barrel. 

Consumers of butter in Iowa complain that 
the state is flooded with large quantities of 
old inferior butter. which has been worked 
over, colored, and doctored with drugs to take 
out the offensive smell. The high price of 
good butter has given a chance to stimulate 
the sales of the doctored stuff: At first it 
was supposed that the stuf! was oleomargar- 
ine, but one of the dairy commissioners has 
investigated the matter, and he reports that 
it is manufactured out of the odds and ends 
of the country butter. 

Acting upon charges made in a letter from 
a Missouri poultry dealer, the city health 
department ordered a rigid inspection of all 
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turkeys exposed for sale in the shons along 
South Water street the other day. The Mis- 
sourian made the charge that 95 per cent of 
the turkeys sent to Chicago have not had 
the animal heat drawn out of them; that they 
have a greenish tinge, and that if they were 
inspected under sunlight instead of by electric 
light this fact would be apparent to the in- 
spectors and the fowls would be rejected. 
The inspection revealed the fact that some 
bad lots were offered for sale, but nothing 
like the percentage alleged by the Missourian.

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Warming Water for Cattle. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

Tank heaters were used to. warm the 
water for the steers fed on the Col- 
lege farm last winter. The water sup- 
ply is from the city water system, 
and was let into the tanks as often 
ag’ Was necessary to keep the cattle 
eupplied: The tanks are. ordinary 
weod tanks, seven feet in diameter, 
two feet three inches deep, and stand 
in the open without protection or cov- 
ers. Eighty head of steers were ted 
in four lots of twenty each, and two 
lots were watered at each tank. 

The heaters used resembie a 
deep cast-iron kettle provided with a 
removable grate four inches from the 
bottom. The lid is provided with 
openings for admitting fuel, controi- 
ing draft and the attachment of pipe 
to carry away smoke. The draft is 
the same as the air-tight heater, the 
opening being the same, being at the 
top, and carried below the grate by 
a sheet-iron pipe at the side of the 
body..of the heater. 

We used coal as fuel exclusively, 
and had no trouble in any way with 
the operation. The fires seldom went 
out, and only required a little poking 
and additional coal at feeding time— 
twice a day. The ashes need remov- 
ing occasionally, and we found the 
easiest way to be to take up the 
heater, which is held in place by rods 
which sc.ew into a platform on whiea 
the heaters were set, and empty the 
ashes out. This needs to be done only 
once a week. 

It is my opinion that it took less 
time to care for the heaters than it 
would have taken to keep the ice out 
of.the tanks. We put the heaters in 
the tanks February 10, and used them 
till April 18, a period of sixty-eight 
days. In this time we burned 2,545 
pounds of coal in the two heaters, or 
about nineteen pounds a day in each 
heater. At $4 per ton this coal cost 
$5.09, or about four cents per heater 
per day. During this time the tanks 
were not frozen over. On a few occa- 
sions there was a little ice formed 
on the tanks, but this was due tuo 
the water being drunk out so low that 
the heatérs did little good, 

We had no positive way of estimat- 
ing the value of the heaters, but 
there certainly is no one to dispute 
that water about the temperature of 
ordinary well water is better for 
cattle than ice water. A steer does 
not drink often but drinks a large 
quantity at a time, and a difference 
of twenty to thirty degrees in water 
taken into his stomach must certainly 
have its’ effects. Another’ strong 
point is, that when the cattle have to 
drink ice water they usually stand 
around the tank and sip for a long 
time—perhaps come out of the shed 
where it is warm as compared with 
the location of the tank. They fill 
up on the ice water, shake their heads 
and make a run for the shed again, 
where they will shiver until they get 
the water warm. The bad effects of 
cold water can hardly be estimated. 
The heaters take off the chill so that 
cattle drink feadily, and no doubt 
drink more, which is also desirable. 
We will have heaters in seven tanks 
this winter, and have already begun 
using several of them. The heaters 
are from several different manufac- 
turers, and careful notes will be kept 
on each one. The water in the tanks 
is now controlled by float valves, 
which keep the tanks full all the time. 
With a supply tank float valve and 
heater, the water supply in the stock- 
yards becomes a very small question.

Rape Experience. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 
On June 10, 1899, I disked my feed 


lot thoroughly after hauling out all 
the manure, and sowed it to rape 
broadcast. In five weeks it was from 
twelve to fifteen inches high. I then 
allowed pigs two months old access 
to the same, and they ate it heartily, 


but as they could not keep it down, 
| permitted the sows to enter. I never 
saw sOws enjoy anything better. This 


lot was eaten off closely at two diff- 


erent times, but quickly grew up 
again. 

On June 20th, just previous to plow- 
ing corn the second time, I sowed 
rape in two acres and did not give 


these acres the third plowing. I fenced 
this by itself, and when the corn was 
dented I turned in sixty-three April

pigs. They ate rape when they 
wanted rape amd corn when they 
wanted corn, and. followed twenty-two 
head of fattening cattle. I never 
knew pigs to grow faster than these. 
I do not think there was a quart of 
corn wasted in the two acres. .On 
rainy days I would close the gap. 

I could see but little if any differ- 
ence in the yield of corn that was 
plowed three times and contained no 
rape, and that which was plowed but 
twice and covered with rape. When 
they got through with that field the 
corn was all husked and the ground 
evenly covered with a coat of manure. 
I think the rape roots did some good 
in loosening the subsoil and bringing 
up the plant food from below. 

In 1900, I sowed this field -to rape 
and oats about April 30th, and cov- 
ered. with a disk. I learned that rape 
requires a loose soil, for where I 
turned around with the disk, the rape 
grew much better than where I simply 
went twice. Rape grows slowly in 
cool weather, but the oats grew, and 
when six inches high, I turned In my 
brood sows. These were shut out of 
the field about June 25th, and when 
the oats were headed and turning 
ripe, I again let them in, and they had 
high living for‘a long time. The rape 
is still there. 

Besides sowing a large feed lot in 
rape this year, I sowed six acres of 
corn to rape. The corn was plowed 
three times, and when the tassels 
were just beginning to show, I sowed 
rape broadcast by walking in one row 
and sowing one on each side of me. 
And here let me suggest a new way 
to cultivate corn after it is too high 
to use the team. Use one horse, @ 
short singletree, a stay, chain, and @ 
common Mower wheel. A-boy can ride 
the horse if you have turning rows, 
or your man can fasten a rope or strap 
to rear of wheel, and turn - easily. 
In this way I cultivated the corn, 
leveled the ground, and covered the 
rape. The corn was estimated by diff- 
erent parties at from seventy-five to 
elghty bushels per acre. The rape did 
well, but should have been sown ten 
days sooner, 

Eighty-five April and May pigs were 
given access to this as soon as the rape 
was firmly established. Later twenty- 
five more were given the run, and 
afterwards a few old sows. My corn 
is husked, more manure scattered by 
the huskers, and I cannot believe that 
as much as one bushel of good corn 
was. host. These pigs had access to 
four acres of blue grass and timothy 
aftermath, I have seen them walk 
through this and stop to take their 
fill when they struck the rape. I 
think one acre of rape is worth two 
of clover. 

It can be sown any time between 
oats sowing and July 5th. The. best 
time to sow in corn is from June 20th 
to 25th. Every hog raiser ought to 
sow rape. Old hogs will waste corn 
in the field, but young pigs will not. 
Any one who can sow turnip seed can 
sow rape.

A Country Home.

Good Birds at Reasonable Prices. 


Good fowls from the farmer's stand- 
point can be obtained at moderate 
prices. People are frequently warned 
against buying low priced birds, and 
are given to understand that anything 
which is not priced above one or two 
dollars is too disreputable for any one 
to make use of. We have before us 
the circular of a western breeder 
of Plymouth Rocks in which he asks 
the public not to write to him for one 
dollar birds, as he makes a practice 
of killing and sending to market alli 
stock which will not sell for more 
money than that. Perhaps this is a 
fact, but we venture the assertion 
that many of the birds which he sells 
for five dollars are in no particular 
better than what scores of breeders 
stand ready to furnish for one dollar. 

Farmers who have no thought of 
engaging in the fancy poultry business 
can buy as good birds of any breed 
as they have any need of at from one 
to two dollars apiece. These will be 
finely developed birds and perfect 
types of the breed, except for some 


trivial fault of feather or comb, which | 
| There will not be enough subjects for 


is a matter of no consequence to any 
one but to those whose interest lies in 
breeding with a view to the highest 
standard of excellence. The people who 
follow this line of the business, must 
pay attention to these little things. 
Their custom demands birds as near 
to perfection as it is possible to get 
them, and is willing to pay the price 
which such birds must sell for in order 
to make the breeding of them profit- 
able. These birds cannot be sold for 
one or two dollars. There would be 
no gain in producing them and selling 
them at those figures. The foundation 
stock costs “big money,” and even 
with such stock there is a heavy waste 
under the severe culling, which must 
be practiced in order to preserve and 
perpetuate the high character of the 
flock. 

But these royal birds, whatever 
their value to the breeder and seller 
of fancy poultry, are not worth a 
penny more to the farmer who sells 
on the general market than the best 
of the cullings of this same breeder. 
If the farmer should take the high 
priced birds in preference the costly 
fancy points would all be lost in a 
year or two, unless he had been taught 
by long experience the difficult task 
of correct mating by which a propor- 
tionate share of the flock is made to 
attain an excellence which separates 








it only by a narrow margin from the 


demands of the standard. 


There is such a thing as a thor- | 


oughbred scrub, and this is very prop- 
erly regarded as the worst kind of a 
scrub. We are not recommending the 
purchase of birds of this description. 
A cull out of the flock of a breeder of 
fancy poultry may have no other de- 
fect than a slight twist of the comb 
or a lighter or darker shade of the 
eye than the standard calls for. In 
size, shape, vigor and general develop- 
ment it may not be inferior to any 
of its mates, even to those which are 
set aside as the very pick of the flock. 
Will any sensible farmer who produces 
chickens and eggs for market believe 
that there is any practical advantage 
to him in rejecting a bird of this de- 
scription and paying two or three 
times the price for its mate simply 
because it posseses the merit of a 
high score, 

We are not talking against stand- 
ard bred chickens of the finer type. 
Such chickens have their uses. There 
are people who want them, and can 
make money in the handling of them. 
We simply want to assure farmers 
that it is possible for them to obtain 
good standard bred fowls at a rea- 
sonable price. Articles which have 
come under our notice and must also 
have been seen by them make it ap- 
pear that no standard bred fowls 
worth having can be obtained at 
prices which they would be willing to 
pay. 





Don’t Have Sick Chickens. 


The time consumed in curing one 
diseased hen would suffice to keep the 
whole flock in good health. When the 
fact is taken into consideration that 
nine-tenths of the doctoring which is 
done to sick hens, fails of its pur-

pose, and that the hens die in spite 
of or as a consequence of the dosing 
which they receive, it may be fairly 
said that one could not spend his time 
in a more unprofitable way than in 
this kind of work. 

Under the best management there 
will occasionally be ailing hens in the 
flock. To the beginner the appear- 
ance of a sick hen is a matter of con- 
cern, and he at once puts on his think- 
ing cap and gropes around for a cure. 
He has been reading the books and 
thinks he knows something about the 
treatment of diseases, but when he 
comes to apply his knowledge, he gen- 
erally finds that he has nothing in 
stere which exactly fits the case in 
hand. The experienced poultryman 
rarely does anything more than isolate 
his sick hens and place them on a 
reduced ration. When their condition 
grows desperate, he kills them. Those 
that improve, as most of them will af- 
ter a fast of two or three days, are 
returned to their pens. He has found 
out that this is the. best way to deal 
with the invalids, and he will frankly 
confess that he knows very little 
about diseases of chickens, and wastes 
no time in trying to improve himself 
in that particular. 

If only healthy, vigorous birds are 
retained for breeders and ordinary 
precautions are taken to preserve 
cleanliness in the houses, the owner 
will have no occasion to waste valu- 
able time in trying to qualify himself 
to doctor his fowls scientifically. 


him to practice on to pay him for his 
trouble. Sick chickens are the least 
of the troubles of a good poultryman. 
Weak, sickly fowls are generally a 
confession of bad judgment and poor 
care on the part of the owner. This, 
of course, does not apply to cases of 
contagion, which will occasionally run 
through a neighborhood and attack 
everything in its path, but this is 
something of rare occurrence. Start 
the chickens out in life with a good 
constitution by giving them a healthy 
ancestry and use just ordinary com- 
mon sense in the housing and feed- 
ing, and in all matters pertaining to 
successful poultry keeping you will 
beat the fellow out of sight who pre- 
tends to know a great deal about 
diseases and how to cure them.

School Lunches. 
To HEARTS AND HoMEs. 

Not long ago one of the sisters was 
asking for suggestions on _ school 
lunches. I have been eagerly watch- 
ing for replies, as that is one of the 
problems I find difficult to solve. We 
live in a rural district, and must pro- 
Vide lunch for three children about 
seven months out of the year, so we 
sometimes wonder what we can send 
for a change. Bread and butter, cake 
and pie—how tired they get of that. 

My suggestions are besides the all 
essential, bread and butter, some kind 
of meat, a giass of fruit, instead of 
pie—different kinds of cake, do not 
always make the same when there are 
s0 many nice varieties. Doughnuts 
are very nice; we prefer them made 
of raised dough, and they are so easy 
to make when baking bread. 

As we talk of the school lunch, it 
brings us to a subject that is dear 
to us, and of greater importance, that 
of food for their minds. The school, 
how much are we interested in it and 
the pogress the children are making? 
Do we know where they are in their 
school books? Sometimes a little as- 
sistance at home helps them in their 
school work very much.

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The Farm Orchard. 


A subscriber, of 
Iowa, writes: 

“I wish to plant a small orchard 
next spring and would like the advice 
of Wallaces’ Farmer as to the varie- 
ties best adapted to this part of Iowa 
of summer, fall, and winter apples, 
cherries and plums. Do they sell fruit 
trees from the College of Ames?” 

The Agricultural College at Ames 
is not a commercial nursery and 
sends out fruit trees only for experi- 
mentation, and when they have been 
tested a sufficient length of time, dis- 
continues the sale. 

The nearest reliable nurseyman is 
the man who can give the best advice 
as to the varieties of fruit trees to 
select and care that should be given 
them until fruitage, and his advice 
should be sought early before the rush 
of spring work makes it impossible 
for him to give any one particular 
attention, 

Next to this, the best advice may bo 
found in the _ horticultural reports, 
which can be procured from the sec- 
retary, Mr. Wesley Greene, of Des 
Moines, and cost a membership fee, 
which is $1.00 per year. The society 
divided the state into districts afd ap- 
points a man to report each year as 
to the varieties adapted to that dis- 
trict, and also as to the varieties that 
have been tested and are rejected. 
This, however, gives only the indi- 
vidual opinion of the man who makes 
the report, and is likely to be colored 
by his prejudices. 

Greene county is in what is known 
as the 6th agricultural district, com- 
prising Story, Polk, Warren, Boone, 
Dallas, Madison, Adair, Greene and 
Guthrie counties. The list of apples 
recommended by Mr. C. L. Watrous, 
the committeeman for this district, is 
as follows: 

For early apples, 
Duchess of Oldenburg, Sweet June; 
for fall and early winter apples, 
Wealthy, Fameuse, Haas; for winter 
apples, Ben Davis, Jonathan, North- 
western Greening, Rawle’s Janet and 
Grimes Golden. 

Our. correspondent must remember 
that two or three varieties each of 
summer and fall and early winter ap- 
ples are enough, and the bulk of the 
orchard should be of winter varieties. 

There is an abundance of plums rec- 
ommended for this district, nearly all 
of the American sorts; Wolf, Hawk- 
eye, Miner, Wyant, Stoddard, De Soto. 

For’ cherries; Early Richmond, 
Montmorency, English Morello and 
Dyehouse.

The Belgian Hare. 


Our readers are well aware that we 
have warned them from time to time 
of the danger to the farming industry 
from the so-called Belgian hare. We 
are not alone in this warning. Secre- 
tary Wilson, in his annual report to 
Congress, gives a similar warning, as 
follows: 

Much interest in the Belgian hare 
has been developed during the last 
three years, especially in California, 
Colorado, and other Western states. 
But however valuable Belgian hares 
may be for meat or fur, their intro- 
. duction in large numbers is accom- 
pained by a certain element of danger 
which should not be overlooked. Some 
are sure to escape, and the State Board 
of Horticulture of California has esti- 
mated that several thousand of the 
animals are already at large in that 
state. If they increase as rapidly when 
at large as they do in captivity, they 
will undoubtedly become a source of 
danger, and stringent measures may 
be required to keep them under con- 
trol. Still more dangerous would he 
tne introduction of the Belgian hare 
into Porto Rico, where the question of 
its acclimatization has already excited 
interest. 

While we do not think, on account 
of their delicate constitution and aris- 
tocratic ways, that many hares would 
survive when they escape or are 
turned loose, yet if any survive there 
would in all likelihood be a speedy 
adaptation to environment and a rapid 
resumption of its rabbit like qualities; 
in other words, that we would in time 
have on our hands a pest equal to the 
English rabbit. We owe a great deal 
to England, but the whole country 


would be glad if they had not sent us 
the Hessian fly, the English sparrow, 
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and the stomach worm in sheep, and 
knowingthatgoodand bad things alike 
come from that source, we would be 
foolish if we accepted from them the 
European or English rabbit even 
though it be called a Belgian hare. 





A Bit of Horticultural Experience. 

Mr. C. G. Winn, a well known hor- 
ticulturist of Pike county, Illinois, 
was telling us the other day how he 
happened to turn his attention espec- 
ially to fruit growing. He lives in a 
fine apple country and has an orchard 
of ten acres which was yielding him 
but small profits. A buyer from Chi- 
cago called on him to purchase his 
limited crop, and remarked to him: 
“Why don’t you take care of your or- 
chard?” He replied: “What more 
care does it need?” “Get a sprayer,” 
said the Chicago man, “and kill the 
worms.” 

He spent $3.50 for a sprayer of the 
most simple construction, worked by 
hand, sprayed his ten acres of or- 
chard as well as it could be done with 
that kind of a machine, and the next 
year gold $3,600 worth of fruit. This 
Was an eye opener. 

There are hundreds of other men, 
not only in Illinois, but in all the fruit 
growing sections, who, while they 
might not spray at so fortunate a 
time, would nevertheless find by giv- 
ing their orchards care in this and 
other respects a very safe and sure 
road to prosperity.

Food For the Brood Sow. 

With both hogs and feed at good 
fair prices the man who expects to 
raise a crop of hogs next year will 
do well just now to give some thought 
to the proper feed for the brood sow. 
Upon the care and food she receives 
during the next three months, or four, 
will depend largely the thrift of her 
litter. This question was up for dis- 
cussion at the summer meeting of the 
lowa Swine Breeders’ Association, and 
while it was referred to in these col- 
umns at that time, it will do no harm 
to note just now the opinion of the 
breeders who took part in the discus- 
sion. 

in discussing the subject John 
Cownie said: “There is one thing that 
has impressed itself upon my mind in- 
delibly and I have paid for the les- 
son dearly, and that is when I fed 
corn as an almost exclusive diet to 
my brood sows I had a good deal of 
trouble at farrowing time. I have 
spent a good many dollars in buying 
machines to save the pigs and sows. 
That was when I was feeding corn al- 
most exclusively. I have had sows 
eat thtir pigs and have fed them raw 
pork, but it did not prevent it. But 
I have not had any trouble on this 
account for almost a score of years. 
I don’t feed corn exclusively to my 
brood sows. I feed it very sparingly. 
I make it a point to have my sows in 
the fall somewhat thin in flesh. We 
feed them, hay, barley, shorts, any- 
thing that is convenient, but we don’t 
feed much corn. Since making the 
change we have not had any use for 
forceps, nor we have been bothered 
with sows eating their pigs. The 
men who are successful do not feed 
an exclusive corn diet to their brood 
sows. I have talked with the leading 
breeders of the west, and they are 
feeding shorts, oats, bran and such 
feeds. I visited a most successful 
breeder a few years ago, and he was 
then feeding his sows oats, bran and 
shorts. He told me he was not feed- 
ing any corn. You seldom hear of a 
sow having difficulty farrowing in the 
fall.: Some people say they have made 
a success of corn feeding, but I can’t. 

A Member: “This year my sows 
were fed corn until after farrowing 
time. Before the time of breeding and 
during pregnacy, they had nothing but 
corn. They were all from two to nine 
years old. I am satisfied that it was 
because the sows were mature that 
they did so well. Young sows fed on 
corn exclusively would have had 
weakly pigs.” 

Shaffer: “I feed corn and lots of it. 
I am not afraid of it. We have the 
best hogs in the world in Iowa, and 
they are corn fed hogs, too. The hog 
can’t get too much corn, nor enough 
to hurt him. I feed corn to all my 
show hogs, and give them all they will 
eat. We have to give them something 
to make them eat more corn. I raise 
all my hogs on corn, and have no 
trouble at farrowing time.” 

McFadden: “I think it is not as 
much what you feed, whether it is 
oats, bran, shorts, or corn, as the 
Way you feed it. If the sows are in 
good condition and are healthy up to 
the time of farrowing, they will far- 
row all right, no difference whether 
they are fed corn or what you feed 
them. You can do it with corn and 
corn alone. There are men who raise 
just as good hogs as anybody raises, 
and raise them on corn, but for the 
average man he had better use a little 
variety. We ought to give more at- 
tention to the proper hours of feed- 
ing and keeping the bowels loose, and 
all that sort of thing. I got this no- 
corn idea into my head some years 
ago when I was caising pigs, and 
thought we must have something be- 
sides corn. One season I took pains 
to feed all my sows bran, and only 
as little corn as I could. I had very 
poor success. I believe I was ab- 
sorbed in feeding a certain ration that 
I did not pay enongh attention to the 
condition of the hogs. We have got 
to feed in such a way as to keep our 
piss in the best shape. 

A Member: “I have not been able 
to raise a good lot of pigs on clear 
corn, nor never been able to raise a 
s00d lot of pigs without corn. A man 
can feed corn if his sows are on grass. 
I have never been able to fatten a 
hog pn a narrow ration, and get the 
10st {here is. out of it. I don’t he 
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lieve any man ever did. You have 
to widen the ration of anything you 
feed, whether it is a hog or a steer. 
You have to give him something of a 
variety. I don’t think there is any- 
thing I have ever ruined as many pigs 
on as wheat shorts. I believe it is the 
worst thing a man can give a sow 
when she is raising a litter. There 
is nothing I know of that will make 
a pig grow so thrifty as oat meal. 
If you want to produce good milk- 
ing sows, you have to give them some 
thing to produce milk from. The man 
who follows up a corn ration alto- 
gether, will find more or less trouble 
with his sows becoming constipated. 
A sow cannot become constipated 
without her pigs being constipated. 
I feed lots of corn, but I feed some- 
thing else with corn. You have to 
feed something to build up.” 

Cownie: “I don’t look at it that 
the swine breeders advocate anything 
else but corn for fattening purposes. 
The only point has been made was 
when sows were carrying their young. 
We all know there is no food in mak- 
ing fat that can take the place of corn. 
But we do know that oats are a muscle 
making food. I have tried cooked feed 
and mill feeds, and I never made any- 
thing but an absolute failure of it. 
I would not give ten cents a bushel 
for mill feed for fattening, if fed with- 
cut corn. The best hogs I ever saw 
had only corn with a feed of oats 
and cooked potatoes once in a while, 
merely as an appetizer. I don’t be- 
lieve there is anything equal to soaked 
corn for as food for the pigs. I use a 
feeding floor to feed the soaked corn 
on. This is the way to feed corn on 
grass, and this makes the proper feed 
for hogs.” 

Wallace: “It is very hard to speak 
so you will not be misunderstood. 
The question was, “What. would you 
feed brood sows?” If you had plenty 
of skim milk, feed that. The best 
feed I have ever found for pigs from 
ten days to fifty pounds is corn, and 
one-sixth as much oilmeal as corn. 
This is about as cheap a ration as you 
can furnish. Then as the pigs grow 
big and fat, give them more and more 
corn. [ don’t believe it a good plan to 
feed corn altogether. We usually feed 
too much corn in the fall. Corn is 
plenty then, and we are in a hurry 
and feed more corn then than at any 
other time. This is the worst time 
we could feed corn. Especially so 
with young brood sows. I believe a 
little chop when the pigs are small 
to get them started is all right, but 
you can give them a start very easily. 
A little oil meal makes a good im- 
provement. I feed corn soaked in 
water mixed with whey secured from 
a creamery, and find it makes a very 
g00d food.” 

Our readers in the above have the 
experience of a number of successful 
breeders on this question. We wish 
to caution them, however, against 
taking literally what the advocates of 
heavy corn feeding say. As a rule 
the man who talks of raising his 
hogs on an all corn diet, and who 
raises them successfully, will be found 
snooping around the pig pen several 
times a day with a bucket of skim- 
milk and —

Skim Milk Calves. 


From Ireland, thera comes a wail 
that since the advent of the cream- 
eries Irish cattle have depreciated 
about $5.00 per head in value at a total 
loss to the country of about $5,000,000. 
Yhis is a rather serious thing which 
the Irish farmer cannot stand as well 
as his American cousin. The result is 
attributed to feeding separator milk. 

This is not all. It has been found 
that enteric or bowel diseases radiate 
from the creameries, the resuit of 
sending to them milk contaminated 
with disease germs, no doubt caused by 
washing the buckets or pans in impure 
water, much more common in an old 
country, long inhabited by a dense 
popuiation, and iz large measure by 
. comparatively poor people. We have 
not suifered from this latter cause 
in the United States to any very great 
degree, although the recent outbreak 
of typhoid fever at the Ames Agricul- 
iurai College has been clearly traced 
to this source, not through the cream- 
ery, but directly. 

The Irish farmer, however, is simply 
duplicating the experience of the 
American in the matter of skim-milk 


calves. Before the advent of the 
creamery, the Irish calves were all 
hand raised, and the contrast there 


ig not between calves that run with 
ihe cows and do the milking and 
hand raised calves, but between calves 
raised on skim-milk, or more com- 
monly on buttermilk, both of which 
contain under ordinary conditions 
trom one-fourth to one-third of the 
Lutter fat, and those raised on sepa- 
rator miik ‘The trouble with them Is 
that they are feeding their calves on 
an unbalanced ration,-and do not 
know how to balance it properly. It 


tcok us twenty years to learn thac 
mple lesscn, and a great many farm- 
ers have uct lea:ued it even to this 
day, and perhaps never will. 
It is perhaps worth while to point 
cut once more what we have pointed 


out frequently before, that nature 
constructed a balanced ration for the 
calf before man meddled with the cow. 


The perceniage of butter fat in the 
cow’s milk is not determined by the 
feed. The quantity is determined by 


ihe quantity of feed, or rather by the 
amount o: feed which she digests and 
assimilates over and above the amount 
necessary for her food of support. 
The quality, however, while changing 
with the season and with the weather, 
aud with some other things not yct 
discovered, does not change wideiy in 
the individual cow during her life- 
time. The milk, therefore, of the 
range cow, or the wild cow, forms a 
properly balanced ration for that 
cow’s calf, and we take it the reason 
why it is not changed is because it 
would be bad for the calf. Natuie, or 
that Power which presides over na- 
ture, takes special care to secure the 
life and the health of the young. 

When man began to meddle with 
the cow for his own purposes, he 
gradually changed in the course of 
generations the quality of milk. He 
demands more milk than the calf re- 
quires, and gets it by milking. Then 
he demanded richer milk, and by the 
slow processes of feeding and selsc- 
tion, he gradually in a few genera- 
tions succeeded in procuring richer 
milk, the milk of different cows vary- 
ing from a little over two per cent, 
which is what the calf requires, to six 
per cent, 

It is a well known maxim among 
farmers in all countries that the cow 
With the bluest milk, or the milk with 
the least cream, raises the best calf, 
While the milk of the good cow is 
often too rich for her calf, but we sup- 
pose is better adapted to her calf than 
it would be to any other. Calves 
suffered no inconvenience from either 
of these changes so long as cream 
was raised by the old process. If the 
cow gave too much milk for the calf, 
it was easy, in case she was milked, 
to give part of it to the pigs, and in 
case the calf did the milking, the 
supply would be naturally limited to 
the wants of the calf. 

Under the old process of raising 
milk, from one-fourth to one-third of 
the fat was left in it so that it re- 
quired a very little amount of grain 
to balance the ration, provided it was 
fed warm and sweet. It is no great

trick with milk set in cold water, or 
in running water, to secure skim-milk 
that would raise as good a calf as 
though it did its own milking. 

When, however, the separator came 
in, taking all the cream out, the calf 
product .at once began to degenerate, 
partly because they were fed an un- 
balanced ration and partly because 
tho ration was fed sweet one day and 
sour another, and the problem which 
tho farmer, whether in Ireland or 
America, now has to solve is to bal- 
ance the ration and feed it in the 
proper amount at the proper tempera- 
ture, 

The American farmer finds that the 
best balance is corn, and he does not 
need to grind it if the calf is two 
months old. He finds it not easy to 
grow a first-class calf unless it has 
whole milk for a week or ten days. 
He can then gradually get it on to 
the skim-milk ration, meanwhile giv- 
ing a mixture of oats and corn meal 
fed separately instead of being mixed 
with the milk. After sixty days, he 
can substitute corn and hay, and then 
the battle is won if no damage has 
resulted in the meantime. Feeding 
the milk sweet, or gradually getting 
it accustomed to taking sour milk of 
the same degree of acidity, and feed- 
ing it all the time with a properly 
balanced ration, solves the problem. 
Farmers the world over will have to 
learn this. Nature’s laws are un- 
changeable. She, by decreeing the 
proper balance for the calf, has fixed 
the standard to which the man must 
attain or else suffer loss. 

The time will come when the coun- 
try becomes older that the creameries 
will become sources of infection and 


disease, provided skim-milk is used 
as human food as it is in the old 
countries. Our people, however, do 


not like skim-milk and do not, in fact, 
use it half as much as they should. 


They prefer to drink four and a half | 


gallons of postum’ coffee, which 
amount, as shown by chemical analy- 
sis, is required to get the nutritive 
value that can be obtained by drink- 
ing a quart of good skim-milk. 





The Grout Bill. 


anticipated, the House of 
Representatives, at Washington, has 
promptly passed the Grout bill by a 
vote of 198 to 92. This im- 
poses a revenue tax of ten cents per 
pound on oleomargarine colored to re- 
semble butter and reduces the tax on 
uncolored oleomargarine from two 
cents, as it is now, to one-quarter 
of a cent per pound. We hope the 
Senate will pass the bill promptly, ai- 
though we expect there will be a good 
deal of opposition from that quarter. 

The passage of the bill will profit 
the dairyman and general farmer, the 
man who buys and eats oleomargarine, 
and will do no particular harm to the 
stockman. All that the stockman has 
to gain is the wholesale price of the 
very small amount of tallow of range 
steers used for the manufacture of 
oleomargarine which is palmed off on 
the unsuspecting for butter. It is said 
that the tallow contribution of the 
cattle is about 45 cents per head, and 
if but one-tenth is sold fraudulently, 
then they will lose less than five cents 
per head. 

We congratulate the House on its 
prompt action. Its members have 
heard from the people. Let us hope 
that the Senate has heard also, even 
though it seems like hoping against 
hope.

Sweet and Sour Cream. 


I’. W. P. Zear ing, Iowa, writes: 

“Several farmers’ wives who sell 

.m have told me that their cream 
tested higher when it is soured 
slightly then when it is sweet. I have 


had very little experience in selling 
crcam, and would like to know if it 
makes any difference.” 


The amount of fat after the cream 
is sour, is exactly the same as when 
it was sweet. It is very difficult, how- 
ever, to get a fair sample of sour 
cream in making the test, and any 
variation in the test may be attributed 
to this cause.
